AND SECOND GREAT PATRIOTIC DAY 
August 26th, 1916 



\7ET once again the people of Queensland are putting 
X forth their whole strength to increase the funds of the 
Queensland Patriotic Fund to releive the necessities of 
our Returned Wounded Men and the Dependents of Soldiers. 
And once again the State is solid in its work for this 
great object. 

Since the great Patriotic Carnival on August 26th last 
year, great things have happened. The Australian Imperial 
Forces, instead of being on the shell torn slopes of Gallipoli, 
have been transferred en masse to France to take part in the 
homeric struggle now being waged on that front. That fact 
alone means that we are bound to have return to us many 
men who will need assistance from the Queensland Patriotic 
Fund. To enable the Fund to meet the demands which will 
be made upon it, " Do Without Week " and Carnival Day 
have been organised. Last year £188,000 was raised as 
the result of one days effort, £142,000 of which came into 
the Queensland Patriotic Fund. This year we- are wording 
for a similar amount, and althoughthe calls upon us all are 
now, directly and indirectly, heavy, yet there is no doubt that 
Queensland will respond again nobly. If the need for raising 
money was great last year, it is immeasurably greater this year. 

The whole State has been pervaded with the spirit of self 
sacrifice. All classes, creeds, religions, castes and social 
distinctions have disappeared, and we are united as one people 
in making this further strenuous effort to attain the noble 
objective we have put before us. The great War has in one 
thing at least been a blessing to the British Empire — it has 
enabled itself, in travail, to find its soul.
